Looking  out  of  my  window,  I realized  that  our  plane  was  circling 
Washington  National  Airport  and  would  be  landing,  in  a few  minutes.

Inside  we  met  JIM  BUCKLEY,  sergeant  in  the  U.  S.  Army, 
talking  to  JOHN  VALLIER,  a pilot  in  Airforce  blue.  We  entered  the 
announcer’s  booth  where  DICK  CUMMINGS  was  checking  blue  prints 
and  giving  notes  to  his  secretary,  CECILIA  WOELFEL.  Dick  Finnegan 
was  checking  the  Air-Conditioning  System  which  he  had  installed; 
Sister  Helen  James,  whom  we  knew  as  HELEN  MILNE,  was  com- 
menting on  his  good  work.  Dick  turned  on  the  radio  and  we  heard 
hillbilly  singer  SIGSBEE  DONOVAN. 

On  leaving  the  stadium  we  noticed  two  workmen  putting  up  the 
marble  benches.  They  were  PAUL  BLAKELY  and  RONALD  HANEY, 
who  we  found  out,  were  in  the  contracting  business  and  whose  private 
secretaries  were  MAUREEN  SCHWINN  and  MARION  DELMONICO. 


We  traveled  up  to  the  school  where  we  were  greeted  by  Sister 
Margaret  Loyola,  formerly  known  as  ELAINE  FORTIN.  Presently 
we  noticed  a woman  with  two  children  entering  the  building.  It  was 
DOTTY  MELLEN,  devoted  wife  and  mother. 

We  left  Dotty  talking  to  Sister  and  wandered  down  the  corridor 
past  Professor  DICK  FINNEGAN’S  advanced  math  class  in  Room  100. 
JEAN  MORRIS,  BARBARA  SMITH  and  ANN  McGINN,  joint  owners 
of  “Uniforms  Incorporated”,  were  there  taking  measurements  for  the 
girls’  uniforms.  They  informed  us  that  AL  SHANNON,  WHITNEY 
BLOOD  and  PAUL  THURLOW  were  the  new  janitors  and  ground- 
keepers  of  the  football  stadium. 

NANCY  READ  came  out  of  the  office  to  tell  us  that  MARIE  DU- 
GAY  and  PAT  HICKEY  were  teaching  Home  Nursing  at  school  and 
that  she  was  now  the  secretary.  BARBARA  CUSICK  walked  in  with 
KATHERINE  MULCAHY  and  PAT  BOLASKY;  they  told  us  they  were 
secretaries  in  the  White  House  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

In  the  gym  we  heard  the  immortal  words  of  Mr.  Garrity,  “Count 
off  by  fours!”  It  was  PHIL  McDONALD  calling  out  the  numbers  for 
the  exercises. 

On  leaving  the  school  I bought  a paper  and  read  JANET  KEAT- 
ING’S column  telling  about  PAUL  ECKER’S  Oil  Expedition  in  India, 
where  he  struck  oil.  I,  LEO  KELLY,  bade  my  companions  adieu  and 
taxied  to  the  airport  where  I left  for  big  game  hunting  in  Africa. 


A few  weeks  after  taking  the  examination  for  the  Catholic  Central 
High  School  the  idea  of  actually  entering  it  was  forgotten  amidst  the 
chatter  of  eighth  grade  graduation.  It  was  not  until  the  latter  part 
of  April  that  many  of  us  received  letters  notifying  us  that  we  had 
passed  the  examination  and  would  be  the  first  class  to  enter  the  beauti- 
ful and  most  modern  school  on  the  South  Shore. 

Now  we  could  scarcely  wait  until  September,  and  the  summer 
months  quickly  sped  by.  Then,  on  September  12,  1949,  the  Sisters  of 
Charity  of  Nazareth  and  Father  Brown,  chaplain,  welcomed  220  eager 
students  to  the  Archbishop  Williams  High  School.  The  boys  and  girls, 
who  represented  at  least  fifteen  different  communities,  were  summoned 
to  the  massive  gymnasium.  The  faculty,  which  numbered  only  seven 
Sisters,  was  then  introduced  to  the  students,  and  each  pupil  was  as- 
signed a room.  What  a feeling  we  experienced  as  we  stood  waiting 
to  be  called — hoping  we  would  be  in  the  same  room  with  our  friends; 
At  last,  as  the  happy  and  sad  moments  flew  by,  each  class  went  to  the 
room  which  was  to  be  his  “home”  for  the  year.  Thus  ended  the  most 
important  event  of  our  short  life — our  entrance  into  high  school! 

For  quite  a few  months  we  could  smell  the  fresh  paint  and  could 
hear  the  pounding  of  hammers,  because  our  school  had  not  yet  been 
completed. 

The  first  activity  on  our  list  was  a dance  which  took  place  late 
in  October.  The  boys  and  girls,  looking  very  lovely,  filed  to  the  gym 


to  enjoy  this  first  social  function.  It  was  a gay  square  dance,  and  after 
much  persuasion  on  the  part  of  the  Sisters  to  get  the  boys  on  the  floor, 
the  time  passed  all  too  quickly  and  our  first  social  activity  was  at  an 
end. 

We  were  proud  of  our  school,  and  we  wanted  our  parents  and 
friends  to  share  this  feeling  with  us,  so  we  held  open  house.  Hundreds 
of  interested  parents  and  patrons  came  to  the  school  that  day — right 
into  our  classrooms  even — where  they  saw  the  “apple  of  their  eye’* 
struggling  with  Latin  or  algebra  or  some  such  foreign  subject. 

In  March  we  presented  THE  UPPER  ROOM,  and  the  talent  of 
the  cast  was  outstanding. 

In  May  we  honored  Our  Lady  with  a procession,  and  the  great 
privilege  of  crowning  her  was  voted  to  Carol  Carnes. 

Another  feature  of  our  freshman  year  was  the  gym  demonstration 
which  has  become  a tradition  of  each  school  year. 

And  so,  our  first  happy  and  very  successful  year  at  Archbishop 
Williams  High  School  came  to  an  end.  Next  year  we  would  not  be 
alone,  for  in  March  of  this  year  another  240  boys  and  girls  had  taken 
the  entrance  exam  for  our  school.  With  this  event,  there  had  come  to 
us,  the  class  of  1953,  a responsibility:  that  of  being  exemplars  to  our 
younger  classmen!  It  was  a serious  thought  and  one  which  would  re- 
main with  us  during  the  rest  of  our  school  days  at  Archbishop  Williams 
High  School. 

In  September  1950,  we  began  our  sophomore  year.  We  were 
happy  at  the  news  of  our  first  religious  vocation:  Peter  Shea  entered 
the  Oblate  Fathers.  This  year  we  shared  the  building  with  240  new 
faces. 

We  started  a sports  program  introducing  intramural  and  Junior 
Varsity  basketball.  Everyone  turned  out,  even  for  the  intramurals, 
and  we  thought  we  were  pretty  good  at  that!  If  we  can  recall  cor- 
rectly, Room  11  won  the  intramural  trophy.  . . 

Our  Christmas  Program  this  year  consisted  of  a series  of  tableaux. 
Now  we  were  looking  forward  to  the  presentation  of  THE  CHARM 
SCHOOL.  All  who  were  connected  with  this  play  know  what  a won- 
derful time  we  had  putting  it  on,  and  how  many  times  Sister  Margaret 
Edward  had  to  practically  chain  us  to  the  auditorium  to  make  us  prac- 
tice; but  the  fun  we  had  made  up  for  everything!  THE  LIVING  STA- 
TIONS OF  THE  CROSS  were  presented  that  year  with  some  of  the 
students  participating. 

In  the  last  week  of  Lent  we  had  our  second  retreat.  Although  we 
had  had  one  the  first  year,  somehow  as  we  progressed  in  years,  religion 
seemed  to  have  a deeper  meaning  for  us;  most  of  us  felt  that  these 
three  days  were  more  beneficial  to  us  than  the  retreat  of  the  previous 
year. 

May  and  June  brought  many  activities  such  as  the  May  procession, 
Corpus  Christi  procession,  and  the  Gym  demonstration — as  well  as 
vacation! 

With  September,  1951,  came  the  enviable  name,  “upperclassmen.” 
We  were  very  proud  to  welcome  a third  class  into  our  beautiful  school, 
but  there  was  something  rather  sad  accompanying  our  joy  of  being 
juniors,  for  we  had  reached  our  halfway  mark  at  Archbishop  Williams 
High  School. 


This  year  we  had  our  first  varsity  basketball  team,  and  the  boys 
really  did  a tremendous  job,  considering  the  fact  that  we  had  only 
three  classes.  Of  course,  we  can’t  forget  our  cheerleaders,  a group  of 
lively  girls,  who  added  to  the  atmosphere  of  our  games. 

Our  Dramatic  Club  presented  a Christmas  Pageant  which  dis- 
played a lot  of  hard  work  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  cast,  but 
proved  to  be  a great  success.  The  Glee  Club  also  presented  many  en- 
tertaining recitals.  We  can  be  justly  proud  of  both  these  wonderful 
clubs ! 

This  year  we  won  the  title  of  New  England  Champions  in  the  an- 
nual Catholic  Digest  Drive.  We  had  many  many  successful  record  hops, 
too,  which  added  greatly  to  the  social  life  of  our  school. 

It  was  now  spring  and  for  months  we  had  been  hearing  much 
about  the  organization  of  a baseball  team.  At  last  our  dream  material- 
ized when  we  saw  our  boys  out  there  on  the  baseball  field  doing  a fine 
job. 

Now  the  talk  turned  to  the  biggest  event  of  the  year,  the  junior 
prom.  What  a thrill  on  the  night  of  May  30th,  when  we  saw  our  gym 
converted  into  a fairyland  of  castles  and  angels.  With  the  orchestra 
of  Baron  Hugo  we  celebrated  the  never-to-be-forgotten  event.  Mary 
Lou  Walters  had  the  privilege  of  being  Prom  Queen  this  year  and  she 
placed  a crown  of  roses  on  Our  Blessed  Mother  during  the  evening. 

We  had  a beautiful  May  procession  this  year;  Archbishop  Cush- 
ing walked  in  procession  with  us,  dedicated  the  Statue  of  Christ  the 
Teacher,  and  blessed  that  of  Our  Blessed  Mother  in  the  Sisters’  yard. 

The  long  looked  for  year  finally  arrived!  Our  Senior  Year!  On 
the  day  school  opened  we  assembled  in  the  auditorium  and  were  as- 
signed our  home  rooms  for  the  last  time  at  dear  old  Archbishop  Wil- 
liams High  School.  Now  we  realized  more  than  ever  how  much  our 
wonderful  faculty  had  done  for  us  during  the  past  four  years. 

Because  of  our  successful  magazine  drive,  we  were  able  to  equip 
a football  team  this  year.  This  really  meant  a lot  to  us  as  we  had 
looked  forward  tb  a football  team  during  the  past  three  years  in 
school.  We  wanted  a GOOD  football  team  and  that’s  what  we  got. 
The  team  really  got«out  on  that  field  and  worked  hard,  but  it  paid  divi- 
dends because  the  boys  won  the  Division  Three  Archbishop  Cushing 
Trophy ! 

Class  officers  for  the  whole  senior  clas§  were  elected:  Raymond 
Dwyer,  President;  Francis  Dombrosky,  Vice-President;  Judy  Curley, 
Secretary;  and  Barbara  White,  Treasurer.  These  four  have  the  great 
honor  of  being  the  first  senior  class  officers  at  Archbishop  Williams 
High  School,  and  they  are  four  students  of  whom  we  can  be  very 
proud. 

Our  basketball  team  did  a terrific  job  this  year.  Winning  game 
after  game,  they  stayed  pretty  near  the  top  of  the  league;  and  today 
the  Most  Rev.  Eric  F.  McKenzie  Trophy  rests  in  our  trophy  case — a 
memorial  to  the  players  and  their  coaches. 

April  took  us  to  a Semi-Formal  Junior-Senior  Dance  at  which 
Ken  Reeves’  orchestra  helped  the  evening  pass,  leaving  with  us  one  of 
the  sweetest  memories  of  our  school  days. 

The  senior  class  play  I REMEMBER  MAMA  was  a big  event  this 
year,  as  the  cast  was  entirely  members  of  the  class  of  1953. 


And  now,  as  the  clock  stops  on  our  year  we  are  looking  forward 
to  our  many  events,  such  as,  the  Senior  Prom,  May  procession  and  grad- 
uation which  will  close  our  happy  and  unforgettable  years  at  Arch- 
bishop Williams  High  School.
